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The best prior arts of record to Boyadjian et al. (US 6,575,374) and Morizumi et 
al. (US 6,459,588) discloses a method of fabricating of the Noncontact IC card using 
screen printing ink and covering dielectric layers on the IC card. 

However, Boyadjian et al. and Morizumi et al. taken alone or combination, fails to 
specifically teach or fairly suggest that the method comprises printing the antennas on 
the paper support strip in series and fixing a chip by connecting the bonding pads of the 
chip and bonding pads of the antenna, and covering the screen-printed antenna and the 
corresponding chips with an adhesive paper strip wherein each step is followed by the 
winding of the paper support strip, and the method also includes covering of antenna 
with a protective layer wherein the protective layer prevent the screen printing ink from 
transferring onto the back of the paper support strip during the successive windings as 
set forth in the claims.
